COMPLETE SOUTHERN BRANCH 
OF THE NIGERIAN RAILWAY 


Important Portion of West African Road Finished by 
British, Northern Branch Being Built at Low Figure 


Per Mile—Lagos Principal Ocean Port. 


~ LONDON.—The special correspondent 
of the Times contributes an article on 
the completion of the southern branch 
of the Nigerian railway, which, he says, 
is an event of considerable’ significance 
in the history of British action in West 
Africa. The Anglo-French agreement of 
1898 secured the British the possession 
of what is undoubtedly tke most in- 
teresting portion of West Africa. It in- 
‘cludes the agricultural Yoruba, the keen 
Hausa trader and manufacturer, and the 
Fulani, by turns statesman and ruler 
or wendering ‘herdsman. The area of 
this great country is 255,700 square 
miles (Southern Nigeria has an area of 
77.260 and an estimated population of 
7.000,000) and its population is 10,- 
GO0.000, ; 
It is difficult to exaggerate the vista 
of commercial possililities which is 
opened up by the Nigerian railway 
system, :eoncurrently with the improve- 
ment of navigation facilities on the 
Niger itSelf, which is part of the scheme, 
nor the promising field for administrative 
effort which is thereby placed within the 
reach of the British.

First of Its Kind to Be Held 
in Sweden Is to Be Opened 
in Stockholm on the Fourth 
of June.

STOCHOLM—King Gustaf will open 
on June 4 in this city the first exhibi- 
‘tion of art handiwork and industrial art 
ever held in Sweden. While the initia- 
tive of arranging the exhibition was 
taken by the Swedish Sloyd Society, the 
state has given the financial support 
which has assured its success. 

The land upon which the buildings are 
being constructed is surrounded by 
wooded hills sloping down to the water, 
which forms the chief entry to Stock- 
holm’s harbor. The park will contain 
villas and small houses illustrating the 
arrangement of the homes of different 
classes of society, and there will be 
pavilions for pleasure and refreshments 
of all kinds. From galleries and veran- 
das a beautiful view of the entrance from 
the Baltic to the city of Stockholm may 
be obtained. 

The buildings contain rooms of differ- 
ent sizes and galleries, each of which 
are especially intended for different 
branches of art handiwork and industria] 
art. The central dome-covered hall is 
for the exhibition of two of the nation’s 
greatest art industries, porcelain and 
glass works, and a number of rooms are 
for exhibits of textile art. Other rooms 
contain specimens of the goldsmith’s 
work, metal work, bookbinding, and ex- 
planations of the system for teaching 
art industry, besides examples of sloyd 
work, which is so characteristic of Swe- 
den.

TORON TO—The new coat of arms for

ART CHANGE MAY 
AFFECT ENGLAND 


Repeal of Duty on Such 
Treasures Will Probably 
See Many Collections Im- 
ported Into United States. 


LONDON-——Sinee it is highly probable 
that the United States duty on art treas- 
ures will be removed, there is much spec- 
ulation in art circles as to the possible 
effect the change will make in taking 
works of art from Europe. 

It will be remembered that the costly 
collection of Pierpont Morgan has so far 
been kept on this side of the Atlantic 
owing to the existence of these duties.

FINDS ANCIENT 
CORN GRINDERS 


Expedition in Egypt Near 
Pyramids Brings to Light 
Plates Which Pr obably 
Mark Site of Dwelling. 


H. W. Seton-Karr has returned from 
an expedition with camels into* the 
western desert about 40 miles southwest 
of the Pyramids. 
prehistorie lake which once filled the 
Fayoum depression (which is about 90 


‘feet below sea-level) when the Nile burst 


through the barrier in ancient times, 
was about as much larger than the dy- 
nastic Lake Moeris as the latter was 
larger than the present lake called Bir- 
ket el Kurun or Lake of Horus, says the 
Cairo Egyptian Gazette. Ancient beaches 
and ridges mark tite different levels. 
Distances of 12 and even 15 miles of 
desert and sand dunes separate some of 
the farthest limits of the old lake from 
those of the present one. 

Numerous isolated stones at regular 
intervals attraeted Mr. Seton-Karr’s at- 
tention. On turning th@m over he found 
that each one was a hollowed out meal- 
ing plate or corn-grinder with a polished 
vrushing-stone usually lying near. Each 
one marked the site 6f-a dwelling or 
village where doubtless dwelt the makers 
of the numerous flint arrowheads, saws 
and javelins which have been.founa in 
this locality. Nearly a thousand feet 
above tower the cliffs of Gebel el Quatrani 
and Widan el Faras. Among other ob- 
jects whose use is a matter of conjecture 
were a number of trescent-shaped im- 
plements worked in flint, all from one 
locality. A representative selection has 
been placed in the Cairo Museum.

A FURTHER STUDY OF SOROLLA. 

A MINOR note is being struck by a 
Ass few Boston artists, who do ever 
‘ to gee. foreigners represented in eri- 
_ea, and who cannot think broadly enough 
to welcome a brother artist who elects’ 
to work independently of the manners 
of the schools. ‘These men may be 
_ counted on-the fingers; they are doing 
good work in their lines, but lack men- 
‘tal bigness. For the most of us, Sorolla 
y Bastida brings a message of strength, 

of good cheer and of sound art that will 
be a continued inspiration and incentive 

to progressive artists. 

There are many of his paintings that 
will stand the test of time, and that will 
be attractive pictures to live with for 
the fortunate possessors. 

That Sorolla does not reach the high 
place in pure portraiture gttained by 
many of. our American pafhters is no 
sign that he is not a leader in his spe- 
cial field of painter-story-teller. He is 
a superb colorist, in composition - a 
leader, and his pictures speak the truth. 

A good way to study his work is to 
proceed at once across ‘the main gallery 

and enter the smaller room, wherein 
~hang about 50 of his  thumb-box 
sketches, made in quick time. 

’ There is little detail in these sketches, 
but a rich mine of ideas, notes to en- 
large upon, and hints of the spacious 
canvases to be seen about the larger 
galleries. <A half-hour with these 
sketches will serve to open the mind to 
receive the wider expanses of color and 
range of action so lavishly displayed. 


In the general glow of color, one is apt 
to feel in a sense that he is bathed in 
sunlight, that he breathes deeply of 
the seaside salt breezes, and again looks 
upon cool fountains and pools, shady 
walls, gardens and quiet retreats. Now 
let us take a single picture in the main 
gallery and study it. No. 59 suits the 
_ purpose because its story is so admirably 
— told. 

-The title is “At the Seashore, Valen- 
cia.” There is a little two-year-old boy 
who has just emerged from the sea and 
is being dressed by his sister. The atti- 
tude of shivering is so well portrayed 
as to make the~spectator remember just 
how one feels when the sea dip is over. 
In this picture, infantile gaiety has de- 
parted, and the little fellow is not sorry 
the bath is over. Note that his mental 
equilibrium has not been yet regained. 
The motherly miss who is clothing him 
attends to the matter with swift motion, 
and the conviction of truth in the draw- 
ing and coloring of the picture is so 
positive that the memory is at once 
awakened and similar experiences or ob- 
servations of them are brought instantly 

to mind. 

Let us now look at No. 29 in the AIl- 
ston gallery, “Tower of Entrance, Tole- 
do.” Here is a painting that portrays a 
city gate, bridge. road and does not pos- 
sess the elements of human activity. 
Yet the rich coloring of the broadly 
painted masses in full sunlight are so 
truthful that the experience of being out 
of doors in that very sunshine is well 
nigh a present reality. There are groups 
of oxen in another picture, the reflections 
in the water of the foreground beng full 
of color and the motion of kieked-up 
water. These soundly expressed ideas 
_“anmuse” a few visitors who do not feel a 
glow of spontaneous warmth while 
‘studying the works. Thousands are vis- 
iting the Copley Hall show and are re- 
turning to look again and to find if pos- 
sible what element so holds the attention 
and uplifts the mind. The answer is 
found in the fact that Sorolla is a man 
of truth, his work is based.upon close ob- 
servation “and constant industry, but he 
_ does not paint slowly, does not paint out 
and repaint and moon over his work. His 
mind is a Vigorous protest against intel- 


lectualism, yet he is clear and intelligent 


in statement. He says of his own work: 


_ “My studies in the open air cannot ad- 
mit of lengthy execution. I feel that ‘if 
I pdinted slowly I positively could not 
paint at all.” 

American artists have nothing to fear 
from Sorolla. Our own Mr. Tarbell, who 
paints diametrically opposite to Sorolla 
in method and feeling, has nevertheless 
been awarded the first prize medal in the 
intérnational exhibition at Pittsburg. 
He tells his.story in his way. So do other 
masters None needs to fear or be en- 
- vious of another’s success; indeed all 
should rejoice to see the American, the 
Spaniard and the Dutchman speak so 
truthfully as to be understood by all who 
view their works.

ROOSEVELT BOARD 
SCORES BALLINGER 


WASHINGTON—Secretary Ballinger’s 


reactionary conduct in nullifying the 
conservation safeguards thrown around 
more than 5,000,000 acres of western 


lands by President Roosevelt, for the 
protection of the mineral deposits and 
water power possibilities, today caused 
the Roosevelt conservation commission to 
make public a preliminary report of 700 
pages of printed matter. 

In this report the whole question of 
conservation of the natural resources of 
the country is gone into at length, and 
it is made particularly clear that what 
Secretary Ballinger has done is proper 
subject for criticism. While this report 
was drawn before the end of the Roose- 
velt administration it so deals with the 
conservation problem as to make its pub- 
lication at this time a comprete answer 
to Ballinger’s action. 

In that portion of the report written 
by President Roosevelt he sums up the 
situation regarding the conservation of 
the water power rights on government 
lands in these words: 

“While we delay, our rivers remain un- 
used, our traffic is periodically congested, 
and the material wealth and natural 
resources of the country related to wa- 
terways are being steadily absorbed by | 
great monopolies, Among these monop- 
olies there is none which threatens, or 
has ever threatened, such intolerable in- 


terference with the daily life of the 
people as the consolidation of companies | 
controlling water power.” 

Upon this premise the commission has 
built up a logical argument against 
monopoly of water power, sustained by a 
recitation of assured facts, that is abso 
lutely unanswerable. {t is shown that

In 
such structures as the wall of Servius,

Aerodrome was first used by Profes- 
sor Langley, and is said to be the most 
comprehensive and suitable name. for 
a flying machine of any kind. It does 
not properly mean a balloon shed.,The 
derivative aerodromics may be applied 
to the whole science of free flight. Aero- 
foil has been suggested by F. W. Lan- 
chester to designate the sustaining sur- 
face in a flying machine, the spread wing 
of a bird, ete. Aerodrone, also suggest- 
ed by him, is proposed for a motorless 
flying machine, such as the glide. Some, 
or most all, of these terms may of 
cuurse sometime receive a slightly dif- 
ferent application in years to come, 
or be dropped altogether, particularly 
when the fertile brain of the man of the 
street begins to apply his concise and 
picturesque phraseology.

As to whether Mr. Foote’s music re- 
flects the spirit of the Jewish service, the 
rabbi’s approval of it at the beginning 
of his lecture is sufficient answer; but if 
the music does so succeed, it is only 
because it is of the sort that would be 
appropriate in any church. In composing 
bis choruses Mr. Foote has only followed 
the methods of the present day American 
church composers, who base their work 


largely on the model of the English an- 


them; the choruses show no great depth 
er variety of thought, and when it is 
considered that they were composed by 
Mr. Foote, they show small originality.

Possibly there is something in the at- 
mosphere of Arizona that wakens even 
this most stupid of the feathered. tribe 
to know himself more nearly as he is. 

An article in Suburban Life tells of 
the rich lands of the Salt river, lying 
like a giant oasis in the parched desert. 
Oranges, dates and figs are produced. 
here, but chiefly alfalfa and cattle: Now 
the ostrich is come to crowd the eattle 
out on to the plains, and crops of plumes | 
for my lady’s adornment are to be raised 
in place of beef and -boot leather. 

As much difference in quality is found 
among ostriches as among horses. <A 10- 
months’ chick is worth $100. An average 
valuation is $250, that mounts in special 
cases to $5000. The ostrich is not an 
interesting bird—or animal, as one is 
tenipted to call his eight or ten feet of 
perpendicularity. The long, perfectly 
bare neck and legs give him ah uncauny 
look, and there is nothing homelike and 
comfortable about him. He is not ¢ven 
amusing except in his fantastic early 
morning waltz.

Music of the Telegraph 


Every one has put his ear to a tele- 
graph pole to hear the wires hum, and 
most people have assumed that the wind 
was entirely responsible for the sound. 
So it is, in many cases, but often the 
note is heard where not the slightest 
movement of the air is perceptible. A re- 
eent French investigator tells us that the 
sound in this case is due to the expan- 
sion and contraction of the wires from 
variations of temperature. As the wires 
are not perfectly uniform, they rub 
against the insulators, making a slight 
noise, which is amplified by the post act- 
ing as a sounding board. — 7, 
vestigator is sure that the sounds 
due to electric waves, but he fails to 
explain how ordinary telegraph wires 
should be able to serve as wave detect- 
ors and in what way the electric waves 
are transformed into sound waves. The 
, other theory seems more probable. 

Some curious stories are told of this 
telegraph wire music. In Siberia the 
bears think that it is the buzzing of bees,

THE FEELING of optimism that has prevailed 
among business men for somé time past 
a i] seems té have been well justified. | Reports 
The Business issued the past few days Ey varios <Orpore- 
tions, both industrial and financial, show a 
development in many directions that - sur- 
passes anticipations. There are also reports 
of slower progress, and in some cases disap- 
pointment is expressed over conditions, but 
as a whole the sentiment commercially 1s 
cheerful. Predictions are frequent that the next two or three years 
will witness the greatest prosperity this country ever has enjoyed. 

The quarterly report issued this week by the United States Steel 
Corporation, for instance, was far better than had been expected, and 
yet it did not reflect the improvement in the steel trade that has taken 
place\since April 1, for the statement included operations only for 
the three months ended March 31. It is said that the new’ orders 
received during April are of greater volume than were those booked 
during the entire quarter. 

The most accurate indicator of business conditions is contained 
in the bank clearances. These not only show an improvement over 
those of last year but in some instances are the largest ever recorded. 
‘There is a great abundance of money in all financial centers. Sta- 
bility of monetary and commercial conditions was evidenced in a_ 
most emphatic manner this week by the fact that the revolution in 
Turkey caused not the least disturbance in financial quarters. 
Affairs in Turkey at their most exciting stage were entirely ignored 
by the security market, prices, in fact, continuing to advance when 
it was announced that Constantinople had fallen. It 1s in the memory 
of all that war scares of the past have been the signal for a semi-panic 
in the stock market. The average price of sixteen leading New York 
stocks at present is about four points above the highest of 1908 and 
about thirty-nine above the lowest of that year. 

There is vast room for improvement in every direction, but confi- 
dence is rapidly returning.

Whether or not Congress can be induced to grant the aid asked 
by the national rivers and harbor congress for the development of our » 
internal waterways, and whether or not Congress, under existing 
circumstances, would be justified in appropriating $50,000,000 a year 
for ten years for this purpose, the figures given above are well calcu- 
lated to sttmulate popular interest in the waterway question. ;

If ever peace should be uppermost in the thoughts of man it is 
now. It would be callous to suppose that the peace note was not 
predominant in the interviews at Venice between the German chan- 
cellor and the Italian foreign minister, at Villefranche between 
President Fallieres and King Victor’s cousin and representative, at 
Corfu between the Kaiser and the Greek premier, at Baja between 
King Edward and the King of Italy ; or that the long cruise on which 
the Czar is said to intend embarking in the near future will fail to 
further the cause of peace between Russia, Scandinavia, Gerinahy, 
England, France? Italy and Spain. 

But peace promotion must come from the people; the sovereign 
has graduated from an irresponsible autocrat to a responsible chief or 
envoy. He voices the people’s aspiration, which, ultimately, is that 
of the individual. Peace promotion is impossible without individual 
conviction, individual thought, individual endeavor. When Andrew 
Carnegie says that peace is not obtained by building more warships, 
_his statement must not be taken to mean that the crucial point of the 
problem is in the limitation of armaments, for the latter would, of 
course, be an effect, not a cause; it would not cause peace to descend 
on the nations but show the effect of a concerted peace thought. He 
is quite right, however, that, pending unanimity of peace views, the 
mafority vote should take effect. This would not have to mean coer- 
cion in the material sense, for only an overwhelming majority could 
think of enforcing its peace vote, and a recalcitrant power would bow 
to the sheer moral force of such a verdict.

In these days, when public opinion no longer permits him to 
accept favors at the hands of the railways, the ‘President's traveling 
expenses, if he be disposed to respond to the numerous demands for 
his presence, have become quite a serious matter. So much so, 
indeed, that President Taft, it is reported, has been compelled to 


serve notice on organizations in different parts of the country that. 


he cannot afford to accept their invitations because of the personal 
expense involved in the filling of such engagements. 

As it was the evident intention of Congress to increase the salary 
of the President of the United States, it has become more and more 
apparent that the traveling expense allowance granted Mr. Roosevelt 
should be granted to Mr. Taft. The justice of this has been recog- 
nized in Congress, and Chairman Tawney of the House appropria- 
tions committee has, accordingly, declared his intention of bringing 
forward an amendment to the census bill which will meet the require- 
ments of the case. And here, for a short time, the possibility was 
presented of a strange and interesting complication, for when Mr. 
Tawney declared his intention of bringing in the amendment referred 
to, it was understood Mr. Taft was not pleased with certain provi- 
sions of the census bill and might return it to Congress with his 
disapproval. It became plain that 1f he should do this, his veto would 
carry with it the $25,000 traveling expense allowance for himself. 

It is a splendid testimony to the advancement of public thought, 
however, as well as a recognition of the integrity of the chief magis- 
trate, that no question arose as to what he would do in the premises. 
On the contrary, it was taken for granted he would do exactly what 
he should. | 

It will be pleasing news to all that Congress is ready to make 
changes in the census bill which will meet the Presidént’s views, and 
which will obviate the necessity of a veto. The country will be glad 
that Mr: Taft may be enabled to respond to invitations without 
incurring personally the expenses of his journeys, but it requires no 
assurance that he would have unhesitatingly rejected the $25,000 
allowance rather than put his signature to a measure which he could 
not conscientiously approve.

events in North Africa influenced European history and civilization 
as profoundly as the new world 1s influenced by the old. 

However, there is a factor in North African conditions which is 
of particular interest in view of the late prominence of Moroccan 
affairs. The race which has inhabited North Africa since time 
immemorial, which was found there by Phenicians, Romans, Sara- 
cens, and French, but was never really subdued, is of white stock and 


‘the near kin of the Spaniard—the Berbers. While enthusiastically 


embracing Islam, the Berbers never accepted Arab rule outside of the 
cities and to this day aboriginal Berber tribes keep themselves practi- 
cally separate from immigrated Arab clans, and, though Mohamme- 
dan, have but the scantest knowledge of the language of the Koran. 
This is a factor which is bound to-play a, leading part in the future 
history of North African colonization. . 

The peculiarity of Morocco, Algiers and Tunis lies in the fact 
that the territory really is a continuation of southern Europe, as 
Egypt may be said to be closely related to Asia. Colonization, there- 
fore, in French North Africa and Morocco amounts to expansion 
rather than settlement by pioneers as in South Africa, and it has 
nothing to do with tropical colonization as on the Guinea coast. : 
Toward the south, however, the settlements become insensibly tropi- 
cal, and there, where expansion ceases, France’s great pioneer work 
begins. It will not be long before a telegraph line is stretched across 
the Sahara, connecting Paris and Algiers with Timbuctoo, and the 
transsaharan railway, too, must eventually be realized. 

After having lost India and America in her stupendous struggle 
with the Anglo-Saxon, France has opened up a “‘New France” at her 
very door, and there is now no doubt that her African empire will be 
a lasting one, since all friction with her rivals has been eliminated.

As in all the big: cities of the 
East, a very large percentage of the pupils is either foreign-born or 
of foreign parentage. Yet these new-comers not only are the most 
earnest in the study of American principles, but they frequently are 
their leading exponents. . 

As these children grow with the movement, many attaining 
maturity about the time of its realization, their usefulness as citizens 
must be considerably enhanced, and it is to them that we will look 
eventually for the nucleus of good government promoters who are 
going to make the “bigger, better, busier Boston” a reality.

The origin of the hotel in the United 
States dates from the introduction of the 
railroad. Its advent transformed the 
small roadhouse, which was planned for 
occasional guests, into the more preten- 
tious hotel. Again, about 1888, came an- 
other revolution in hotel building, and 
the modern fireproof structures began to 
replace their poorly-planned prototypes. 
Still later, the idea of specialization, that 
is, of providing particularly for a certain 
class of the community, began to gain 
ground.

(1) those which are run on the American 
plan; (2) those using the European plan;

Near F me Hall Is Now Used for ‘Trade P urposes

STARTED TEA PARTY 


On the south side of Faneuil Hall is a 
passage through which one may pass into 
Merchants row. It is Corn court, a 
name known to few of the present day; 
but in former times as familiar as the 
Corn Market, with which it was con- 
._nected. In the center of this court 
-stood the oldest tavern in New England, 
It was opened March 4, 1634, by Samuel 
Cole. It was surrounded by spacious 
grounds, which commanded a view of the 
harbor and its shipping, for at that 
time the tidé covered the spot where 
Faneuil Hall now stands. 

In October, 1636, Governor Vane en- 
‘ tertained Miantonomoh, a sachem of the 
Narragansett Indians, together with his 
retinue of about’ 20 men, in Cole’s Inn. 
In August, 1637, Lord Leigh, finding it 
to be such a comfortable, home-like 
place, declined Governor Winthrop’s in- 
vitation to his house, saying “that he 
did not want to be troublesome to any 
one, and the house where he was staying 
was so well governed that he could be as 
private there as elsewhere.” 

Samuel Cole was a prominent man in 
his day. He was a selectman from 1653 
to 1657. He was the ninth charter mem- 
her of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company, and was the possessor of 
considerable property in various parts of 
the town. He figures in Longfellow’s 
“John Endicott,” and speaks in glowing 
terms of his inn. Early in 1700 certain 
pertions of the building were constructed, 
and with the erection of the targe mar- 
ket house near by its future success was 
assured. This tavern was a_ frequent 
mecting place of the patriots during the 
eventful years preceding the revolution. 
The old “tea room” on the west side of 
the second story was the place where 
some of the parties met and disguised 
Ahemselves as Mohawk Indians prepara- 
tory to the destruction of the tea in 
Boston harbor, Dec. 16, 1773. 

John Hancock, the first signer of the 
declaration of independence, was a friend 
and patron of John Duggan. who vas 
for many vears landlord of this tavern. 
Gn his election in 1780 as the fitst Gov- 
ernor of the state of Massachusetts. his |

Massachusetts legislation and laws, 


acvording to President Allen T. Tread- 
way of the state Legislature, and pro- 
prietor of the Red Lion Inn at Stock- 
bridge, have carefully looked after the 
interests of the hotel keeper and his 
guests, so that today the summer visitor, 


the transient or the permanent inhabit- 
ant of the hotels in this state, is in a 
far better position of safety and com- 
fort than in many of the common- 
. wealths of the country. The Massachu- 
setts system of fire protection and in- 
spection of hotels is one that has 
features that attract'the immediate at- 
tention of the out-of-state visitor, and

All new hotels are looked 
after from their inception. Plans and 
specifications are carefully studied by 
the inspectors’ department of the district 
police and changes that this office pro- 
poses are made in the plans themselves 
before construction is actually com- 
menced. 

The hotel proprietor must have on pub- 
lic exhibition a certificate from the dis- 
trict police office that his property has 
been inspected within a year and found 
in proper condition. - 

The hotel proprietors themselves have 
additional legislation in Massachusetts 
to that of many ‘states, that protects 
them against the professional hotel 
“beat,” a man who goes about from place 
to place without paying hotel charges. 
The different features of this law are in- 
tricate and a lengthy explanation of 
them is not necessary. Suffice it to say

Hon. William W. Davis of 
Riverbank Court Says That 
He Considers It Man’s 
Duty to Serve Public. 


CLOSE CONNECTION 


“It is a great mistake for hotel men 
to think that they cannot spend the time 
necessary for political life,” said Hon. 
William W. Davis of Riverbank Court 


in spéaking the other day of hotel men in 
public life. “Every hotel man who has 
a just regard for his welfare takes some 
leisure frem his business,’ said Mr. 
Davis, “and he cannot possibly spend 
his time to better advantage than in the 
service of his neighbor. Every politician 
is a servant. 

“Many men have refrained front polit- 
ical life because of the many temptations 


offered for extravagant living-and habits, . 


but these temptations are as plenty in 
our ordinary daily life. Because of the re- 
sponsibility and honor incident to public 
life men holding office have become 
better citizens through coming into the 
limelight. It is the duty of every man 
to take his share of public life; why 
should hotel men refrain from accepting 
a position to which by training and men. 
tal equipment they are entitled? 
“There has always been a close relation- 
ship between public men and the tavern 
keeper. Most men prominent in the 
eye#of the public are travelers, and all 
men in politics must more or less depend 
upon hotels. They resort to them for 
private conference, for public banquets, 
political gatherings of all kinds. Con- 
sequently the hotel proprietor becomes 
intimately acquainted with them, and in- 
terested in their work. Hotel men are 
well posted on all political questions.

“The Hon. Charles .H. Greenleaf is the 
proprietor of the Profile House, White 
Mountains, and Hotel Vendome, Boston. 
Colonel : Greenleaf’s interest in politics 
has been ‘confined to New Hampshire, 
where he was elected to the Legislature 
and Senate, and in the past two years 
his name was presented to the Republi- 
can state convention of New Hampshire 
for nomination for Governor. Although 
he was not elected, he was defeated by 
very few votes, and it is predicted he 
will be the next Governor of New Hamp- 
shire. 

“Among hotel men now holding public 
office is the Hon. Allan T. Treadway, pro- 
prietor of the Red Lion Inn, Stockbridge, 
Mass. 
hotel business for many years, and_ is 
very popular throughout the state. He 
has served two years as a representative 
to the General Court from Stockbridge, 
was elected to the Senate in 1908 and 
1909, and received the high honor of 
being elected president of the Senate now 
in session. While he has advanced rap- 
idly, he has not reached the end of his 
political career, as he is being talked. of 
for the next vacancy in the office of 
Lieutenant-Governor, which will occur 
upon the promotion of the present, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Frothingham to _ the 
office of Governor. 

“Another young hotel man who is now 
prominent in politics is Luke J. Mina- 
han, proprietor of the Hotel Wendell, 
Pittsfield, Mass. Mr. Minahan was nom- 
inated by the Democratic state conven-

at large for Massachusetts. 

“William M. Kimball, proprietor of 
the Hotel Worthy, Springfield, Mass., 
is serving his city as a member of the 
school committee, an office of much im- 
yportance in a city the size of Springfield. 
Among many other hotel men in New 
England who have held public office are 
Oliver J. Pelren, proprietor of the Eagle 
Hotel, Concord, N. H., and George E. 
Sherman .of [The Wentworth, Walpole, 
N. H. They have both served in the 
state Legislature. Many hotel men have 
been appointed by Governors as, staff 
members, and after serving with honor 
still retain their rank of major, colonel, 
or general, but these men were appointed 
not necessarily because of political activ- 
ity. Massachusetts has just passed a 
law, which is in operation in several 
other states. making it necessary in order 
to be eligible for a position on the Gov- 
ernor’s staff that one must have served 
a stated number of years in the militia, 
so the number of generals who are in 
the hotel business will be greatly lessened 
in the near future. | 

“T shall never forget the many very 
pleasant years I spent in public office. 
wise have been used for a much less 
improving purpose. I did not neglect 
my business, and I came out of it with 
a larger knowledge of men and affairs 
than I could have gained otherwise. I 
was elected a member of my ward com- 
mittee in 1892, and much to my intreas- 


‘ling surprise and pleasure I served one 


year in the Boston city government, two 
ears in the Massachusetts House of Rep- 
resentatives, two years in the Senate and 
two in the Governor’s council. I learned 
to respect differences of opinions in my 
colleagues. I found that no matter to 
which party a man claimed allegiance 
he was as much in earnest as I was.

“There are in the hotel fraternity to- 
day many men who are realizing the 
logic of this reasoning, and are devoting 
hours pleasantly and willingly to the 
best interests of their constituents, and 
therefore to their own. There is nothing 
& man can do that so helps himself as 
to help others. It would not be possible 
to name all who .have or are holding 
office, but a brief mention of some of 
them will be of interest. 

“All hotel men of 20 years ago, and 
most of those of today, remember’ the 
Hon. Tilly Haynes. He was proprietor 
of the Broadway Central Hotel of New 
York and the United States Hotel in 
Boston. Mr. Haynes was a busy man, 
but he devoted many hours to political 
life. He was a member of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature, of the Senate, and the 
Governor’s .council, and after retiring 
from elective office was appointed by the 
Governor of Massachusetts a member 
of the metropolitan water board. 

“The Hon. Foster E. Swift, now retired 
from the _ hotel business, residing in 
Cavendish, Vt., spent much time 
while in active business in the service 
of his state.

URGE SOCIAL WORK 


Dr. Luther H. Gulick of New York, an 


morning in People’s Temple in connection 
with the boys’ campaign that the public 
schools in the United States were not 
generally clean, although he was glad to 
say that some of the Boston schools he 
had recently inspected were clean and 
wholesome. 

The speaker said he expected that the 
day will soon come when all public 
schools will be so constructed that they 
can be kept as clean as Boston’s schools, 
He said that it is of primary importance 
in the education of children that they be 
taught cleanliness. 

In commenting further upon the pub- 
lic school situation, he said that wise 
meh were declaring that our whole civil- 
ization was imperilled by the city, that 
our future democracy must depend for 
its vitality upon the rural districts. Dr. 
Gulick affirmed that this situation is be- 
ing met through a readjustment of pub 
lic opinion regarding the true function 
of the public schools, and that this is 
being accomplished by establishing the 
schools as social centers, interesting not 
only the children, but their parents asy 
well, in wholesome activities. 

Dr. Gulick said that schools #0 estab- 
lished in New York and Chicago are be- 
coming the natural resort, for children in 
the evenings, instead of the street cor- 
ners. 

Bert Hall of Milwaukee spoke of the 
work in Milwaukee and Chicago in es- 
tablishing the public school as a social 
center, and declared that his principal 
object in coming to Boston was to in- 
terest the public in the establishment of 
such centers in this city. 

He said the results of such centers 
in the crowded centers of the western 
cities fully attest to the value they 
would prove to Boston. He said the 
work congisted in interesting the boys to 
form bands and orchestras, reading and 
debating Cubs, and in fostering among 
the girls and interest in the various 
phases of domestic economy. 

Mias Jane Day of New York spoke on 
the relation of the children of the 
crowded city. districts to the home and 
the public school, and Mr. Gunckel closed 
the meeting with a description of his 
work among thé newsboys in Toledo.

ENGINEER IN HOTEL 
BESIGNS TO TEACH 
AT BIG UNIVERSITY 


Employee at the St. Regis in 
New York City Has. Ac- 
cepted Additional Chair at 
Columbia. 


ORIGINAL IN IDEAS 


NEW . YORK -+ J. C. Jurgensen has 
stepped from the engine room at the 
Hotel St. Regis to take the chair of 
engineering plant instruction at Colum- 
bia University. He will begin his duties 
next fall on his return from a visit to his 
native home, Copenhagen. 

For 74% years Mr. Jurgensen has been 
connected with the. engineering depart- 
ment of Mr. Haan’s hotels, and for five 
years he has had charge of the engine, 
dynamo and boiler rooms at the St. 
Regis Hotel. There Mr. Jurgensen arti- 
cled apprentices, after the European 
fashion, compelling embryo engineers to 
work two years, and at the end of that 
period to sign a contract for four years 
more as machinery operators. At the 
end of the fifth year he gave those who 
had proved efficient certificates as ope- 
rating engineers and recommended them 
to police headquarters for licenses. 

The rules he established were brought 
to the attention of the governing board 
of Columbia, and Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, after investigating the results 
obtained by Mr. Jurgensen with his half 
hundred apprentices at the St. Regis, 
offered him the post of instructor at 
Columbia. 

Mr. Jurgensen says: “We have come 
to the question of economical engineer- 
ing, and it can be accomplished, through 
apprenticeship, education and co-opera- 
tion between engineer and employer. In- 
efficiency in the engine room causes loss, 
and the only remedv is proper education 
Tt hope to obtain the desired results at 
Columbia.”

SOME GOOD RECIPES. 
ASPARAGUS SOUP. 
Scrape one bunch of asparagus, cut 


off the ends of the stalks, wash and tie 
up. Put in a large saucepan, cover 
with boiling water, add one teaspoonful 
of salt and boil for half an hour. Cut 
off the tips, lay them aside and return 
the stalks to the saucepan to cook until 


very tender—about 20 minutes longer. 
Drain, chop and rub through a sieve. 
Add to the pulp one quart of hot veal 
stock. Rub one tablespoonful of butter 
and two tablespoonfuls of flour to a 
smooth paste and stir into the soup. 
When dissolved and the soup is thick 
and smooth, season to taste with salt 
and pepper and bring to the boiling point 
for a moment. Add one-half of a cupful 
of hot cream, beat well with an egg 
beater and serve. 
SCALLOPED MUSHROOMS. 

Cover the bottom of a buttered bak- 
ing dish with a layer of dry bread 
crumbs, sprinkle over with pepper and 
salt, and stick bits of butter all over 
the crumbs, then moisten with cream. 
Place a layer of mushrooms alternately 
with the bread until the dish is full. 
Cover with bits of butter, pour over 
a pint of cream, cover to keep the flavor 
and bake one hour; remove the top and 
let brown.—Today’s Magazine.

Ex-President Winthrop E. Scarritt, of

“The Man Behind the Wheel,” and he 
spoke in part as follows: | 

“Upon the man behind the wheel de- 
pend the life and safety of the man in 
front of the wheel. Hence the entire 
community is interested in the character 
and qualifications of this individual. 
There is an army of 200,000 men in this 
country driving automobiles. The first 
qualification necessary for a man who 
proposes to drive a motor car is that he 
should have a deep sense of the respon- 
sible position he is to occupy. Without 
this sense of obligation no man should 
be permitted to drive an automobile 
upon our highways. The motorist has 
under the control of his foot and hand a 
giant force that is a blessing or a curse, 
depending wholly upon the self-control 
and discretion of the operator. I em- 
phasize the point of personal responsi- 
bility because it is too little appre- 
ciated. { would make the following 
propositions conéerning the training 
necessary to operate an automobile: 

“First—A thorough mastery: of the car 
in its mechanical details and the laws of 
its operation. Among otherwise intelli- 
gent people there is a vast ignorance on 
this subject.
